A young Columbus white woman and her three black male hosts paid a stiff 
price to learn that the Women’s Equal Rights Amendment is not yet the law of the 
land, and even if it was, it probably wouldn't have had any effect on the bunch of 
white hoodlumswho viciously attacked them Saturday night in a N. High St. bar. 

Josephine Anderson, 271 Southwood Ave., Ocie Reed, 1674 E. Main St., and 
his cousins, Ira Joe Wilson, 81 1/2 Parsons. Ave., and Herman Burton, 1052 
Cleveland Ave., said tney thought the roof fell in-soon after they entered the Shea 
Lounge, 711 N. High St., shortly after midnight Saturday. 


Reed, a taxicab driver, in- 
vited the group to join him in 
alate evening of —en- 
tertainment at the Lounge 
where he had been a frequent 
patron. When they ap-

Board member David 
Hamiar, commenting after the 
meeting. said “They (other 
Board members) are taking 
the meat out of the reason for 
forming the committee.” 

Board president Tom 
Moyer said “We expect that 
from a voluntary system of 
transportation integration 
would come as a result.” - 

Asked if the program might 
backfire and cause further 
segregation. he said “We 
wouldn't let the tran- 
sportation policy be another 
means to do that. We will 
have to devise a way to 
_prevent_white—flight—from 
black schools.” 

Board member Watson 
Walker, commenting prior to 
the meeting about the com- 
mittee proposal, said, “My 
only real concern is they are 
addressing themselves to in-_ 
tegrated education._for 
special programs only. It 
dogsn't provide for in- 
tegration for the total school 
population. We're talking 
about less than 4000 
students. But he said it is a 
“breakthrough to allow any 
transportation at all. An im- 
provement but not much.” 

Transportation under the 
Columbus Pian would be pro- 
vided on a school-to-schoo! 
basis. Students would remain 
assigned to their neigh- 
borhood school, but would 
be transported from them to 
other schools _ for the 
programs and courses_ in 
which the pupils were 
enrolled. 

The plan would not affect 
the 9100 Columbus students 
already transported by the 
school system. 

The first phase of the plan, 
which the committee recom- 
mends be started immediate- 
ly. calls for a system-wide in- 
formation program to apprise 
students and their parents of 
the new opportunities af- 
forded by the plan so pupils 
can begin participating next 
September. 

The actual transportation 
of students would begin in 
Phase Two at the start of the 
1973-74 school year. The 
committee recommends the 
purchase of six additional 
buses for this phase. 


Under Phase Three, during” 


the 1974-75 school year. 
transportation would also be

CALL & POST. : 

Although Mrs. Broadnax 
sald she recognizes the law 
is to be upheld, she feats 
some consideration, should 
be given her because of the 
circumstances involved in 
her case. 

Emphasizing that she does 
not want to ‘be on ADC, she 
feels that she has demon- 
strated this fact by struggling 
to get a degree in English 
Education at OSU. With a 
student loan, provided quar- 
terly, she has managed to 
remain at OSU for almost two” 
school-year terms. 

Since she lives almost a 
mile from the nearest busline, 
she said it would be virtually’ 
impossible to take her 
children to school without a 
car.Her youngest child also 
has- a rheumatic conditién 
and must be taken to the hos- 
pital for treatment regularly. 

If she is forced to trade her 
car in “foram old one, she 
fears being™ financially un- 
able to maintain the upkeep 
of such a vehicle. Of the $137 
monthly ADC allowance, $24 
goes for the purchase of $92 
in food stamps, she lamented. 

The 1972 model car was 
given to her by her mother, 
Mrs, Laura Murrell, 1297 
Seymour Ave., after the death 
of Mr. Murrell last summer. 
When she transferred the title 
to her name, she was not 


aware it would jeopardize her 
future on wellare. 
Acknowledging that she is 
almost in a state of frustration 
and “insanity” because of her 
acute plight, Mrs. Broadnax 
said she didn't know how this 
would affect the quarter 
finals she was taking at OSU 
this week. Bul she said she is 
“determined to continue on 
until | get.my degree. | had 
some practice teaching al- 
ready, and I'm definitely 
going to pursue a school 
teaching career," she said. 
The State Welfare Dept., in- 
formed her that the law 
prohibits the County Welfare 
from cutting off AOC while 
the appeal is pending, which 
may not be heard for two or 
three months. Providing that 
she is granted another 
student loan, she said the 
delay would probably allow 
her to remain .in. school 
through the end of the term. 
Divorced from her husband 
since 1969, Ms, Broadnax 
concedes that it has been 
most difficult to survive “on 
the ADC allowance, but 
without- it she would really be 
in’a dire state of affairs.

marketing. A legislative 
specialist and information 


specialist are also on .the 
staff. Specialists on two 
resource teams will oe led by 
a program manager. The 
teams will provide direct, or 
indirect assistance to 
minority firms thréUghout the 
State. 

Ohio OMBE's involvement 
with local development 
organizations has been to 
assist where necessary with 
the organizational structure 
needed to establish local 
agencies to act as liaisons 
between the state OMBE and 
individual minority en- 
trepreneurs. This approach is 
stressed since state OMBE's 
activities are primarily state 
and federal level 
procurement,-Smith said. 

Individual_.and one-to-one 
problem. solving is not 
possibly due to staff 
limitations. However, this 
method of assistance is used 
with qualifying minority firms 
who demonstrate physical 
and managerial capabilities

We can remember when a 
group of newsmen asked the 
great Bill Russell what he 
thought of Wilt Chamberlain 
(his deadly rival as a player) 
about a month after the NBA 
season began Russell said 
candidly that ‘he thought 
Chamberlain was the best 
basketball player in the 
league ; 

“But.” Big Bill added 
soberly. “! am as valuable to 
Boston as he is to 
Philadelphia. At the time 7-2 
Chamberlain was starring for 
the Warriors. but now he is 
the bigstar for the Los 
Angeles Lakers and Russell 
is doing the color'on all TV- 
NBA games 

No..one-in pro basketball 
will ever dispute Russell's an- 
swer. but. there were some 
who fee! that Russell was a 
better defensive player than 
Chamberlain 

Even before the 1959 
Season got underway. the big 
question was what would 
happen when the two Big 
Centers of the game locked 
horns. Chamberlain quit the 
University of Kansas to play 
with the Harlem Globetrotters 
at the end of his junior year.

Wilson, 21, of Columbus, 
was taken to the hospital 
tate Sunday when his con- 
dition worsened.

After Tony's record-setting 
leap at Kentucky in the 1971 
SEC championships, it wasn’t 
long until he underwent knee 
surgery. He tried to jump last 
year and never regained his 
winning form: Many times he 
was forced to quit in the mid- 
die of competition. 

Tony played basketball and 
ran to strengthen the knee. 
He was ready to high jump 
again during the indoor track 
season but he lacked three 
hours of academic work and 
was ruled ineligible. 

“Tony really took it hard 
when he learned that he was 
ineligible,” recalled Mike 
Tomasello, one of Hunt- 
sman’s assistants. “He tried 
his best to make up the work 
but it didn’t help. Sure, he 
took it hard . .. because Tony 
was-a competitor.”

Sroufe pointed out that he 
has been associated with the 
Prosecutors Office for several 
years and “at.no time has 
there been any suggestion by 
Mr. Smith that the way a case 
was tried depends in any way 
on the race or the persons in- 
volved.” 

He also pointed out the fact 
an indictment is returned is 
“no assurance that the per- 
sons indicted will be con- 
victed. An indictment,” Ne ad- 
ded, “means simply that the 
Grand Jury feels there is suf- 
ficient evidence that, the 
defendent should stand trial. 

“No defense is presented 
to the grand jury which 
generally hears only wit- 
nesses favorable to the 
prosecution. Often, the same 
evidence -is not available 
when a case is tried as was 
heard by the grand jury. This 
was especially true in the 
case of Oct. 22, 1972."

The value of the three

‘We ‘ve"got geod civil rights laws and a lot of administra- 
tive muscle in Ohio.” Friedman said in a recent interview with 
the Call & Post. “The trouble has beén in the past that the 
people who wrote the laws didn't put their money where their 
mouth was. They didn't give-the Commission any funds to do 
the job 

“Things are different now,” Friedman continued, sitting 
back and sfiling, Since I've taken over, we've become a 
fully funded arm of the state government.” 

Friedman was referring to the fact that on January 17 
when Gov. Gilligan presented his budget to the Ohio General

The figures are alarming: 

— A 32 percent increase in cancer deaths among the U.S. 
black population from 1949 to 1967. 

— Higher death rates among U.S. blacks from liver, 
esophageal, cervical, and stomach cancer than among 
whites. 

“This should- be~a—spur for intensive and sustained 
programs of education to encourage early detection in these 
communities," commented Car! A. Johnson, president of the 
Guyahoga Unit of the American Cancer Society. “Emphasis — 
should also be placed on"detection programs.among the low 
socio-economic populations and minority groups who run a 
higher-risk- of-cancer:* 

Recent findings. were announced by a Howard University 
study team. Previously, A.C.S. studies have revealed this 
trend. 

_The Federal government’ 's Third National Cancer Survey of _ 
eight major metropolitan areas ard One state showed that the 
overall increase in cancer incidence among men was due 
primarily to the markedly higher rates among black men. This 
survey also revealed a higher rate in. cancer of the uterine 
cervix among black women as compared to white. 

“The A.C.S. today is working to better reach the poor, the 
poorly educated, the minority groups,” Johnson said, 

“In recognition of the trends,” he said, “the A.C.S. has 
initiated new programs and stepped up its previous efforts 
afmong these population groups all across the country.” 

The key to this aspect of the anit-cancer struggle is the in- 
volvement of the people themselves in planning and carrying 
out community health programs. “Cultural differences,” 
Johnson said, “call for the greatest ingenuity in education 
and motivation. Often special materials and concepts are in- 
dicated.” 

The American Cancer Society has ‘developed an 
educational / action program of Safeguards against cancer, 
including: 

-- A periodic general health checkup. 

— Giving up cigarettes to help cut down the rising lung 
cancer toll. 

- Avoiding overexposure to the sun. 

- Monthly breast self-examination. 

— A Pap test yearly. 

- Regular visits to the dentist. 

-- A proctoscopic examination if you're over 40.

These achievements were supposed 
to eradicate the last tarnish on our 
valued image. From this point on, so far 
as the public stage and street marchers 
were concerned, our image would be 
the natural one of which we ourselves 
would be the bearers.

The Negro had, over the years, 
struggled to overcome his protrayal as 
a clown, tuffon or, a Stepin-Fetchet 
type. of laziness.

balance.” The fact is that the courts 
have emphatically stated that 
desegregation, not racial balance is the 
goal. 

The survey produced three basic fin- 
dings: 


(1) The public seriously misun- 
derstands the facts of the busing con- 
troversy. 

(2) Those who best understand the 
facts are more Supportive of busing and 
much more-opposed to Congressional 


. action of a Constitutional amendment 


to forbid court-ordered busing. 

(3) Most people expressing an 
opinion are willing to support strictly 
limited busing when there is no other 
way to desegregate the schools. 


Finally, the survey shows that the 
public has no real enthusiasm for 
busing =but-merely thatthe oublic is 
poorly informed and that this misin- 
formation is related to busing op-

Every time black peoplé speak out for 
full employment, for better schools and 
housing, of for welfare reform, many 
white people just shrug their shoulders 
and+ assume that this is special 
Pleading by special Americans looking 
for special treatment 

But every ong of those issues directly 
affects masses of white Americans who 
seem to be unorganized and sullenly 
silent in defense of their own vital in- 
terests, Blacks are left out on a, limb 
fighting almost alone while the millions 
of white. people who share our 

~ humiliations “and our pain do pothing 

Just about every single one of the 
federal programs slated to be ended or 
sharply cut, services more whites than 
blacks. The heart of the War on 
Paverty. the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity, for example, is primarily staf- 
fed by white people serving the white 
poor. The overwhelming majority of 
poor people in this country are white: 

But to date, the loudest and most 
determined supporters of OEO's con- 
tinued existence are black, Somehow, 
the War on Poverty has gotten tied in 
people's minds with black poverty and 
many whites aren't willing to fight for it. 
So it is black people who bear the Brunt 
of trying to save a program of great im- 
“portance to white people. 

The-same can be said for welfare 
reform. The majority of welfare 
recipients are white, although the 
popular image of welfare is that itis a 
program that helps only blacks. Last

The proposed gutting of education 
Programs will hit the black communily 
hard, but most of the people. it will at- 
fect are white. The incréased Medicare 
payments will severly harm the black 
aged, but the vast majority of people 
who will have to pay money they can't 
afford are white. The housing freeze 
keeps black people imprisoned in sub- 
Standard ghetto dwellings, but the 
majority. of people who live in such’ 
houses. and desperately need federal 
housing aid are white, 

The list is almost endless -- day care 
centers, job-training — programs, and 
other federal programs all! benefit black 
people to a lesser degree than they 
benefit whites, yet this silent’ white 
majority is doing very little to campaign 
for their retention and their expansion: 

White people are going to have to un- 
derstand that it is their schools, ‘their 
housing, and their jobs that.are being 
endangered’ by the planned cuts in 
social services. The price of their 
silence is continued poverty and 
deprivation. 

Black people, because of historic and 
present discrimination, are dispropor- 
tionately. poor and therefore benefit 
from many programs in dispropor- 
tionate numbers. But the majority ser- 
ved in each and every one of these 
programs is the White population. 
These are just as much white problems 
as they are black ones, and the con- 
tinued white silence ranks as this coun- 
try's number one white problem, 

White America had better wake from 
its deep sleep and start hauling its 
share of the load if it ever hopes to 
escape from the poverty and disad- 
vantages so-many_of_its.people share 
with minorities. Too many white people 
have drugged themselves with the ° 
notion that it’s enough to be white; but 
that’s poor compensation for a leaky 
roof and hungry children. 


Battered white liberals are tired and 
_atternpts to emerge on a new front, like 
“Progressivism” in the 1920's. or 
“Populist Movement" in the-1970's. But 
neither of these movements. has or is 
placing the black question as 
Paramount and central. 

The predominant mood, however, is 
being vaunted .and vindicated by the 
Support Mr. Nixon is getting for cutting 
black social programs. He is actually 
loved for it. In-an-article that appeared 
in “Black-World-View,"" November, 
1972, commenting on the status of 
blacks today in America: 

“Blacks in America are now a 
liability, so we are being evicted from 
American, economic, political, and 
social concerns and structures... The 
country has other priorities. Our 
Depression is at hand. The white 
policymakers have decreed it.” 

That brief commentary succintly and 
summarily capsuled the description of 
the black condition in America today; it 
is a frightening condition. It is 
frightening because it is now an official 
policy of the federal government; a 
complete reversal of three decades, 
since the 30's. 

But-what_is.of paramount concern. 
here is that black people can no longer 
depend on the tactics and strategies of 
=the-past three-or four decades, Calling 
_protest_mestings,..using -moral_.per- 
suasion, petitioning, letter writing are 
.becoming futile efforts to eschéW the 
rapid trend toward black genocide. 

A new black agenda must be written 
and implemented by black people 
themselves. A new independent black 
struggle and movement must be 
initiated. This does not mean we aban- 
don those tactics which may still be ef- 
fective, but it does mean new ones are 
in order. The tactics and program of 
Jesse Jackson, the NAACP, the chur- 
ches. and other institutions. and 
movements are becoming obsolete.

The result. of 


untreated syphilis 


DEAR EDITOR: 

The AP on February 24, gave the 
facts about a racial outrage that has, 
been far too little emphasized. Here are 

the facts. A-group of some 400 Negro 
men, poor and uneducated, in Macon 
County; Atabama;—who~ had ~syphitis 
were deliberately left untreated so that 
the Public Health Service doctors could 
study what damage untreated syphilis 
does 16 human beings. They were 
deliberately used as experimental 


guinea pigs. And they were even left ° 


untreated after a fairly effective cure for 
syphilis had been found, At least 28. 
and perhaps 107, died as a direct result 
of untreated syphilis. 

The AP story said that physicians 
testified before a citizens panel, ap- 
pointed to investigate the experiment 
after the facts had beendisclosed about 
@ year ago, that the men treated as 
human guinea pigs did not Know they 
were the subject of an experiment, for 
did they understand the nature and 
danger -gt their disease. 

The facts are bad- enough. Even 
worse is the fact- that-the- American 
Médical Assn., to the best of my 
knowledge, failed_to protest about it 
No white Southerners and very few~ 
white Northerners have protested. The 
white attitudé seems to be that Negroes 
are less tham human and not entitled to 
the medical care human beings should 
get. 

If there is any doubt in any thinking 
person's mind about the existence of 
racial discrimination, this horrible ex- 
periment on human beings treated as 
experimental guinea pigs because they 
were black» should dispel that doubt. 
The facts are an outrage and the nearly 
complete lack of loud protests an even 
‘greater outrage.

Installment Credit is usually used in 
the purchase of large unit items, such 
as automobiles, furniture or houses.

What else? As protection against 
cancer, women should examine their 
breasts. regularly between one. year's 
medical examination and the next and 
they need to have a Pap smear test at 
least once a year. : 

Women need immediate medical at- 
tention for any unusual lump on, or 
thickening of, the breast; for bleeding 
at any time other than the normal 
period; for absent or irregular men- 
strual periods; and for vaginal 
irritations or discharges. 

Pregnancy calls for additional! health 
measures. First, an appointment to 
verify that pregnancy exists; then, if it 
does, prenatal Care under a physician's 
supervision until the baby is safely 
delivered. Prenatal care should be 
begun as early in pregnancy as 
possible and continued throughout. It is * 
the best insurance for a healthy, worry- 
free pregnancy and against all of the 
nossible complications that can arise.
